If you will refer to the en- 
closed copy of my speech you will see 
that I stated definitely that the Dominion 
g to amend the Old Age Pensions 
ations in order that the pension 
authority may disregard any amount re- 
“ceived by an old age pensioner as supple- 
mentary assistance under provincial legis- 
lation in calculating the pensioner’s in- 
come under the provisions of the Old Age 
Pensions Act and Regulations. We expect 
to submit the proposed amendment to the 
provinces for their approval in the near 
future.

the role of the dominion being that of a 
contributor financially assisting the prov- 
inces to discharge this responsibility, This 
has been the rule consistently applied since 
1927 by all governments. There are excel- 
lent reasons for the rule. Apart alto- 
gether from the constitutional reason there 
are the differences in living conditions, 
cost of living, living standards and social 
outlook in different provinces. A scale 
appropriate to one province is not appro- 
priate to others. The figures I have given 
of average pensions show the differing 
views which the provinces have as to 
amounts which should be paid. 

On the other hand, our laws should be 
such that if any province, due to publie 
sentiment or local conditions existing in 
that province, wishes to supplement the 
old age pensions paid in that province 
under our act, there should be no automa- 
tic reduction in the pension jointly payable 
by the dominion and the province on the 
75 per cent-25 per cent basis. If any of 
the provinces desire to do so, the govern- 
ment is prepared to amend the regulations 
and, if necessary, the act, to ensure that 
such supplementary payments by a prov- 
ince do not entail a reduction in the pen- 
sion payable under the act. 

Indeed the government is prepared to 
consider going further than this. It be- 
lieves that, for the reasons already out- 
lined, it would be impossible to justify an 
increase in the maximum rate of pension 
payable if the whole cost were to be as- 
sumed by the dominion, and that such 
Cases as appear to present immediate dif- 
ficulties can be met by the provinces on 
the basis of established individual need. 
If, nevertheless, all, or substantially all the 
provinces should make representations to 
the dominion government in favor of some 
increase in the maximum amount of pen- 
sion payable, the additional cost to be 
shared between the dominion and the 
provinces on the same basis as the present 
cost, I can assure the committee that the 
government will be prepared to give con- 
sideration to such representations. 

_ There is one other matter connected 
with the administration of old age pensions 
which may be of some interest to the 
committee. 

Under the act, the pension is not per- 
mitted to bring the total income of the 
pensioner above $36u a year. 

By section 17 of the regulations, income 
includes contributions by children. This 
expression has been interpreted as includ- 
ing assigned pay. Representations have 
been made that in many cases assigned 
Pay is not a true contribution within the 
meaning of the regulation, as it is sent to 
the parent to be kept for the member of 
the forces assigning the pay, or for some 
other purpose not connected with the sup- 
port of the parent. Distinctions between 
cases where this is true and where it is not 
true are impossible to draw as a matter of 
practical administration, and I am given to 
understand that all the provinces .would 
be likely to accept an amendment to the 
regulations providing that pay assigned by 
a member of the forces to his mother or 
father in receipt of old age pension should 
not be regarded as income for the purposes 
of this act, providing the parent is not in 
Teceipt of a dependent’s allowance as well. 

I am therefore proposing that the regu- 
lation in question be amended by adding 
the provision that in all cases where no 
dependents’ allowance in respect of the 
parent or the parent’s spouse has been 
awarded, any pay allotted or assigned, as 
the case may be, by a son or daughter, 
grandson or granddaughter who is a mem- 
ber of the naval, military or air forces of 
Canada, serving on active service, may be 
disregarded in calculating the income of 
the pensioner. This will have the effect 
in many cases of increasing the amount of 
pension payable to old age pensioners in 
receipt of assigned pay. 

From this correspondence and the 
statements made, there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Alberta government from grant- 
ing the old age pensioners, resident in the 
province of Alberta, a bonus of $10.00 per 
month, to relieve the distress suffered by a 
majority of the old age pensioners

“In Prosperity America Has Walked On Crutches” 
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Russia Not Urged To Strike Japs 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Whether or not Russia declares war on 
Japan, there is still the assurance of 
mutual agreement among the allies. Steps 
are now contemplated which will guaran- 
tee complete understanding between Great 
Britain, Russia and the United States. 

It is an understanding which should 
have been consummated 
long since. And it is dif- 
ficult to understand how 
the war can be carried to 
a successful conclusion 
without some such plan 
of complete co-ordinated 
collaboration 

Russia's position is the 
subject of considerable 
argument, 

The London Daily Mail, 
for instance, describes 
the peace existing be- 
tween Russia and Japan 
as “a big gap in the allied front” and says 
it “must be closed.” 

It is doubtful, however, if this view 
represents responsible opinion in Britain. 

Russia is fighting Germany, the enemy 
of Britain and the United States. If Ger- 
many is defeated, there will then be plenty 
of time for Russia to turn around towards 
Japan. Any diversion which would en- 
able Germany to profit from these winter 
months would be disadvantageous to the 
allied side of which Russia is an important 
member 

These are the reasons advanced for not 
pressing Russia to open up a second front.

Russia’s Role 

Meanwhile, there is no indication that 
either Britain or America is putting any 
diplomatic pressure on the Russians to 
join in the Pacific conflict, though the 
three nations are now virtual allies against 
Germany. 

The British view appears to be that 
with the Soviet Union performing the im- 
portant function of wearing down Hitler, 
nothing should be done to embarrass the 
Russians in taking whatever line towards 
the Far Fast they may see fit. 

The presence of a big well-trained 
Soviet army in the Far East is a factot of 
first importance in the Pacific situation. 

The eruption in the Pacific finds Rus- 
sia, as a result of her recent military suc- 
cesses, more confident of ultimate victory 
than at any time since the Nazis invaded 
that country. 

It finds Germany, not at the peak, 
but at the lowest ebb of her military for- 
tunes so far, with the Russians dealing 
counter-blow after counter-blow 

Whether these Russian gains are per- 
manent and decisive or represent a turnin 
point in the war, it is too early to ‘ 
But it is fairly clear that the vital centres 
of Moscow and Leningrad are safe for the 
winter months. This is of enormous im- 
portance, 

There is little doubt that Hitler’s dif- 
ficulties in Russia caused him to apply 
intense pressure On Japan for the latter's 
immediate entry into the war. 

What did Hitler promise Japan besides 
an Italo-German declaration of war 
against the United States? 

_. Did he agree to transfer some part of 
his forces from Russia to attack British 
possessions and waterways linking Asiatic 
and European ends of the British Empire?
